Sierra Madre fishermen are gening 
out their fly books and putting their 
tackle into shape for the opening of 
the trout season on April 1. The sixth 
district of California in which the Sier¬ 
ra Madre range lies, includes the coun¬ 
ties of Los Angeles, Ventura, Orange, 
San Diego, Imperial, Riverside and 
San Bernardino. The season lasts from 
April 1 to November 1. 

The West Fork of the San Gabriel 
and other streams accessible from 
Sierra Madre are among the best 
known trout strjjams in Southern Cali¬ 
fornia. The heavy winter rains left the 
ground so saturated with water that 
the mountain streams give every indi¬ 
cation of containing an unusually large 
volume throughout the summer. 

According to the Pasadena Star 
Pasadena members of Southern Cali¬ 
fornia’s newly organized association of 
fishermen, formed for the purpose of 
bettering conditions for the popular 
sport in this part of the state, express 
the belief that this object will be at¬ 
tained within the next year or two. It 
is asserted that in the past the north¬ 
ern half of California has received a 
major portion of the benefits coming 
from the establishment of fish hatch¬ 
eries, and that the southern streams 
have been sadly neglected, with the re¬ 
sult that some of them are badly in 
need of restocking. 

It is planned to secure a fish hatch¬ 
ery for one of the southern counties, 
and in the meantime to bring about 
a change in conditions, whereby the 
south will get her full share of bene¬ 
fits from the hatcheries already in op¬ 
eration. It is believed that with proper 
care the streams in this part of the 
state will afford excellent fishing for 
i great many years to come. 


General E. C. Bellows of D>s Ang¬ 
eles, president of the Civil Service 
commission, will be the principal 
speaker at the annual banquet of the 
Board of Trade next Thursday even¬ 
ing. General Bellows is a man of large 
caliber in every way and Sierra Madre

He said the chief clerk 
of the railway mail service told him 
mail was never sent over the electric 
lines to towns of less than 5,000 which 
van be reached by steam roads, conse¬ 
quently Sierra Madre will have to 
grow some before receiving any mail 
by tlie Pacific Electric. The chief clerk 
agreed, however, to have mail brought 
out from Los Angeles on the Santa Fe 
train which reaches Santa Anita at 
' "5. This will permit mail originating 
in Los Angeles to reach Si> rra Madre 
for distribution by 0 o'clock, which will 
tie a decided advantage over tile pres¬ 
ent arrangement.

Mrs. L. E. Steinberger is receiving 
congratulations of her friends on the 
decision of Judge Jackson rendered 
yesterday which establishes her as the 
sole heir to the estate of the late Mrs. 
R. E. Ross, worth approximately 
$76,000. The case had been on trial 
continuously for 17 days and was one 
of the hurdest fought probate cases on 
record in Los Angeles. Judge Jackson 
rendered his decision without leaving 
the bench. 

The case was brought by Mrs. Stein¬ 
berger against Milton K. Young, ad¬ 
ministrator of the estate. Other claim¬ 
ants were Mrs. Scanlon, a sister of 
Mrs. Ross, and various nieces and 
nephews. Mrs. Steinberger was rep¬ 
resented by Judge Merrium of Pasa¬ 
dena und Judge Hunsaker, while tiie 
defense had a great urruy of legul 
talent which included Attorneys Joseph 
Scott, Milton K. Young, John W. Kemp, 
Barstow, Forgy and Taylor. 

Adoption Established 

Contentions of the other claimants 
and of the executor were based chiefly 
on the claim that Mrs. Steinberger had 
never been legally adopted by her lus¬ 
ter parents, Mr. and Mrs. Ross. It was 
shown, however, that they had taken 
her as their daughter when she was 
live years old and that there were no 
adoption laws in California at that 
time. Friends und acquaintances of 
the family were given to understand 
that adoption was their purpose and 
she had been raised as their child, and 
took the place of a daughter to them. 
Judge Merrlam visited Lassen county 
where the Ross home was at the time 
and for many years later, and obtained 
abundant evidence as to the facts. And 
the fuets prevailed over the conten¬ 
tions of the lawyers. 

Mrs. Ross removed from laissen 
county to Sierra Madre in 1884, Mr. 
Ross dying about the same time. She 
was the founder of the Sierra Madre 
public library, making the original gift 


Burglars at Lamanda 

Every business house in Lamanda 
Park, with one exception, was entered 
by burglars at an early hour Wednes¬ 
day. Owing to the frequent occurrence 
of burglaries in that section storekeep¬ 
ers have acquired the habit of taking 
home all their money at night and to 
tills custom is due the fact that not 
more than $75 was obtained as the to¬ 
tal loot. The safe in the Santa Fe de¬ 
pot was blown open and a meat mar¬ 
ket, grocery store, hardware store and 
the postoffice were burglarized. Owing 
to the diversity of the loot taken it is 
suspected that two gangs may have 
been working independently at the 
same time. 

At the Santa Fe station not more 
than a dollar in small change was se¬ 
cured. H. Rickard's grocery store, 
where the postoffice is located, lost a 
Ittle loose change and the hay and 
oarley. The burglars secured about $3 
in stamps und $3 In money at the post- 
office. Two bicycles and nothing else 
were taken from Ralph White's hard¬ 
ware store. The Lumandu Park meat 
market, owned by J. Sehweike-rt. was 
burglarized to the extent of a few hams 
and some small change. 

Nitro glycerine was used in blowing 
open the depot safe. Several persons 
heard the explosion at two in tiie 
morning, but no one instituted an in¬ 
vestigation, and tiie robberies were not 
discovered until this morning. The de¬ 
pot office presented a wrecked appear¬ 
ance. The force of the explosion 
was such that tiie door of the safe was 
blown through the counter, and in its 
flight it wrecked a chair. Everything 
in the office was jarred from its place. 

The postoffice has been the victim of 
robbers before. About a month ago it 
was burglarized to the extent of a few 
dollars worth of stamps. Two years 
ago between $500 and $«0rt in stamps 
ind money were taken. Two months 
igo tin- store was burglarized, hut the 
contents of tiie postoffice wen- not mo¬ 
lested. Since tiie burglary of two years 
igo no large quantities of either money 
or stamps have lien left in the office. 


Buys San Fernando Land

young lemon orchard of about twelve 
acres, adjoining the old mission at San 
Fernando. He expects to build thereon 
at once an attractive home of Spanish 
design, in keeping with the mission 
setting.

The acre¬ 
age he has just purchased is one of the 
choicest pieces of property held by that 
company and a tract that had never 
been offered for sale to the general 
public. Mr. and Mrs. Allen expect to 
reside in Sierra Madre for several 
months, or until their new home is 
ready for occupancy.

Dow have dissolved tile partnership in 
which they have been engaged for 
some years and eacli will hereafter 
conduct one of the two lines of busi¬ 
ness of the old firm. Mr. Merrill takes 
over tiie contracting business of which 
In has been in charge for the firm, 
and will continue in that work. Mr. 
Dow takes over the Baldwin Avenue 
store, of which he has had charge for 
the past year. He lias installed some 
additional soda fountain equipment and 
- xpec-ts to make other improvements 
from time to time. 


Mr. and Mrs. Ledyard Perrine have 
returned to their home in Twin Falls, 
Idaho, after spending about six weeks 
visiting relatives and taking in the at¬ 
tractions of Southern California. They 
made their headquarters in Sierra 
Madre with Mr. Perrine's aunt. Mrs. 
Elizabeth Morgridge. and his cousin, 
Miss Alice Tufts, and pronounced Sier¬ 
ra Madre far ahead of any place else 
they visited, as a place of residence. 
Mr Perrine is chief engineer of a new 
Interurban railway in the Twin Falls 
district. 


Mrs. Ross died without teuving a 
will, her mind being clouded during 
her last years. Some minor pieces of 
property which she had deeded to 
some of the defeated claimants in the 
case have been restored to the estate 
which falls to Mrs. Steinberger on the 
ground that Mrs. Ross was unduly in¬ 
fluenced and was incompetent to exe- 
cute a deed at the time. 

Business property in Pasadena corn- 
poses most of the estate, being valued 
at about $70,000. The remainder con¬ 
sists of cash in hank and a few lots 
in Sierra Madre and Monrovia.

MRS. WARREN IS DISMISSED 

On motion of Judge Gordon, counsel 
for Mrs. Eleanor Warren, which was 
concurred In by Deputy District At¬ 
torney Helm, Recorder Perry dismissed 
the charge of assault with intent to 
commit murder preferred by E. F. Bal¬ 
lou. The hearing was held on Tues¬ 
day. The result would have been more 
surprising if tiie rumor had not been 
freely circulated before the hearing 
that the district attorney had already 
announced that some such action 
would he taken. Evidence in the case 
was confined to the shooting and the 
events immediately preceding. All 
matter relating to tiie realty transfer 
which caused the quarrel was ruled 
out as Irrelevant, but the attorney for 
the defense wan allowed to make re¬ 
marks on that subject in a way which 
has been freely criticised since the 
trial. 

The evtdenen showed that nftor 
pointing her revolver at Mr. Ballon 
and threatening to shoot Mrs. Warren 
returned it to her handbag. On his 
attempt to obtain possession of it there 
was a struggle, in tiie course of which 
tiie gun was discharged, the bullet en¬ 
tering Mr. Ballou’s body. There be¬ 
ing nu witness to the encounter, Mrs. 
Warren's statement that the discharge 
waR accidental was accepted. The 
general opinion among those who 
heard the proceedings was that the 
chief interest of the prosecuting at¬ 
torney seemed to lie to free the de¬ 
fendant. It had been expected that 
If he saw the charge could not be 
made to hold the complaint would be 
amended to cover some minor charge

Dear Sir: In view of the various 
stories that are being circulated re¬ 
garding my part in the recent affair 
between Mr. Ballou and Mrs. Warren, 
I request the use of your columns In 
which to make the following state¬ 
ment:

Warren for a Dos Angeles party, a lot 
in Park Manor, this sale being under a 
contract for deed. About live months 
later, when ready to make her Until 
payment, Mrs. Warren asked that t tie 
deed for this lot he made to her niece, 
Miss Marion B. Stone, of Massachu¬ 
setts. Subsequently, Mrs. Warren in¬ 
formed me that this was done to pre¬ 
vent iter husband from falling heir to 
the same. 1 have a regular contract 
signed by Mrs. Warren, authorizing 
Mead-< iillllund Realty Co., as her 
agent, to sell her other Sierra Madre 
property and letter from her relating 
to the same; also photograph, with de¬ 
scription, price, etc., of her Azusa 
property. Both of these listings, as well 
as the one of the Park Manor lot. wen 
made by Mrs. Warren absolutely as 
iter own property with no mention be¬ 
ing made in any way of the fact that, 
as a subsequent investigator informs 
me, all these pieces stand in Miss 
Stone's name. 

On November 2Nth, 1913, I gave Mrs. 
Warren for Mr. Ballon a check for $-’5 
as deposit and part payment on the 
purchase of this Park Manor lot for 
$475, certificate of title to he furnished 
within thlrtj days. I hold Mrs. War¬ 
ren's receipt for tills deposit, on which 
the terms, price, etc., arc clearly stat¬ 
ed. The printed receipt form which I 
happened to use has on it litis line: 
"This receipt Is given subject to ap¬ 
proval of owner." Before Mrs. War¬ 
ren signed the same, I very carefully 
ran my pen through this line, as 1 al¬ 
ways do wlten dealing directly with the 
owner. Mrs. Warren turned over to me 
iter certificate of title with request that 
I have the same continued; gave me a 
bill she owed for care of the lot. ask¬ 
ing that 1 ptiy this; and said that Mr. 
Ballou could pick the fruit whenever 
he wanted to. All this was done in 
good faith, she expressing her appre¬ 
ciation of our eourtesv in the matter 
and thanking me for helping her dis¬ 
pose of the property. 

After I left the house, sic called me 
back and asked If I would give tier a 
copy of the receipt she had just sign¬ 
ed. This I hurriedly wrote while si Hid¬ 
ing in the yard, though I do not re¬ 
member whether I made the same era¬ 
sure ahout owner's approval as in the 
original receipt, as this was merely a 
memorandum for reference and did not 
claim to be an exact copy. If this line 
Is not erased on this memorandum re¬ 
ceipt, it may account for the false 
statement made al the recent prelimi¬ 
nary hearing to the effect that 1 had 
altered certain papers in Hits deal.

How to Marry on $75 a Month. 

T HIS is the story of a young cou¬ 
ple who are to be married in a 
short time. Both have sensi¬ 
ble and economical Ideas. The 
man's salary is $75 a month. He is 
young, hard working, sober and in a 
good business, with prospects of 
“raises." 

The girl is pretty, sensible and well 
trained. She knows just what Income 
they are going to have and that it 
must cover everything. This is the 
way these young folks are planning to 
use tiie income, and before the knot is 
tied they are going to try to find a 
place to live where such conditions are 
possible. 

Their rent must not exceed 20 per 
cent of their income, or $15 a mouth. 
Their table expenses must be covered 
by 50 per cent of their money, or $22.50 
a month (that is only $5.50 a week for 
two people). Fuel, light and a wash¬ 
woman’s wage must not be more than 
10 per cent, or $7.50 a month. Their 
clothing must be kept within 15 per 
cent, or $11.25 a month (a little more 
than $5 a mouth for each). 

Then there will be 25 per cent of 
their income left, or $18.75 a month, 
which must cover such items as insur¬ 
ance, church dues, savings, books or 
"higher life." as ttie things that lift 
us above our daily monotony are 
called. 

If these young people can keep with¬ 
in these apportionments they can be 
happy and free from immediate worry. 
If tiie income Is raised, half of the raise 
ought to be put aside for tin emergen¬ 
cy fund. 

You see, iu the division of the $75 a 
month there is no room for extrava¬ 
gance. Everything must he curefully 
bought. All divisions of salary, of 
course, like this one just quoted, are 
theoretical. Naturally tiie smaller the 
salary tiie larger the proportion that 
will be spent for food. But the per¬ 
centages are offered as scientific sign¬ 
posts that point in tiie right direction. 

Young married people who wurk to¬ 
gether and plan their income, who 
share alike the burden and the joys of 
life, grow very near and close to one 
another. So much can ho done, so 
much home, when love is the guiding 
star. The young man whistles as he 
goes out to work, even if tiie breakfast 
hits not been very big. and the young 
wife sings ns site washes up the break¬ 
fast dishes and plans iter hills of fare 
with n careful thought for tiie cost.

NEW METHODS 


How to Clean Window Shades by Lat¬ 
est Method. 

If the window shades are soiled at 
the bottom and tf they are sufficiently 
long, cut them "t)j» make a new hem 
and reining. The neat appearance will 
repay you for the trouble. If they nre 
not long enough to permit of this treat¬ 
ment turn the shades top to bottom. 
In stitching in the hero fold the item 
carefully utAl slip the stick into place 
before stitching. Then there is no dan¬ 
ger of cracking the hollnnd. 

Sometimes tiff' paper which has been 
used for lining the cake pan sticks to 
the cake. Warm the loaf slightly; 
then it may be tiie more easily re¬ 
moved. 

A few seeded raisins or chopped 
dates added to the nut or apple salad 
is well worth while. 

if the red tiles of the vestibule be¬ 
come dull, try rubbing them with lem¬ 
on dipped in salt. After half an hour 
wash in the usual way. The tiles will 
he perceptibly hrigliteuel. 

If the white of egg is jsed in mixing 
a mustard plaster then 1 is little or no 
danger of blistering tb>- most sensitive 
skin.

How to Darn Tab e Linen. 

To tiarii table linen w retell the nrti- 
ele smooth and tight In embroidery 
hoops. Remove the pttissor foot from 
the sewing machine, loosen the tension, 
slip the hoops tinder the needle and 
without turning the hoops sow back 
and forth until the hole Is neatly filled. 
Then turn the hoops and proceed in 
the same manner across the stitching 
already put In. The result is gratify- 

i ittg. and only a few moments are re¬ 
quired for tiie work. 

' To patch a tablecloth take a piece 
of linen the size of the hole and coat 
it with white soap to make it stiff 
Trim tiie hole evenly. Place the patch 
under' the hole after the edges have 
been soaped and trimmed. Place tin 
der the presser foot of the machine 
and sew the patch backward and for¬ 
ward. If very tine thread. 100 or 150 
Is used. It will scarcely show. Sew 
on lioth sides, and .when the tablecloth 
Is laundered and pressed you will find 
tlint you have a very neat patch.

Pressure Should Be Greater In Resi 
Wheel Tubes Than In Front. 

Inflate slowly at first. There are a 
great many views as to the proper 
pressure, but it is Tillable to inflate the 
front tires to a pressure equivalent to 
seventeen or eighteen times their cross 
section and the rear tires to n pressure 
equivalent to twenty times the cross 
section. For example. 34 by 4 tires on 
front wheels should have from sixty- 
eight to seventy-two pounds pressure, 
while on the rear wheels the pressure 
should be about eighty pounds. The 
tire should round out pretty well and 
not flatten under the weight of car and 
passengers. 

Reinflate the tire occasionally, as the 
inner tidies are permeable. When the 
rubber is heated to 80 degrees or more 
15 or 20 per cent of the pressure is
